CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 


As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903. 

There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously

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since  then  — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra. 


THE  “POP”  SEASON 

Mr.  Strube,  following  the  custom  of  past  years,  is  planning  a number 
of  “Special  Musical  Nights”  for  the  POPS,  which  appeal  generally  to  special 
classes  of  patrons.  The  second  “Special  Night”  will  be  on  Monday,  May 
1 6,  which  will  be  “German  Night.”  On  “Wagner  Night”  the  major  part 
of  the  music  will  be  devoted  to  Wagner,  and  on  “German  Night”  the  music 
will  be  almost  entirely  of  popular  works  from  that  country.  “Italian  Night” 
is  set  for  May  24. 

The  present  season  of  POPS  will  be  richer  than  usual  in  special  “Col- 
lege Nights”  and  the  like.  Tufts  had  its  most  successful  “Night,”  since 
there  has  been  a “Tufts  Night,”  on  last  Thursday  evening,  May  5.  On

country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Those  who  heard  the  recent  performance  of  the  Ninth  Symphony 
realize  that  Mr.  Fiedler  has  peculiar  qualifications  as  a conductor  of  choral 
works.  It  was  said  at  the  time  by  competent  critics  that  the  choral  ending 
of  Beethoven’s  great  Symphony  never  had  had  such  a superb  performance 
in  this  city. 

It  is  too  early  now  to  announce  what  will  be  done,  but  the  general  plan 
calls  for  the  performance  of  two  classical  works  and  one  novelty.  The 
Cecilia  is  to  be  augmented  in  numbers,  and,  at  these  concerts,  not  only  will 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  be  used,  but  special  efforts 
will  be  made  to  secure  soloists  of  the  very  highest  rank.

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 


Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “ Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to 
place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the 
“ Purgatorio,  ” and  at  the  end  is  a chorus  of  women,  which  indicates,  as  it 
were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.” 

Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
lachia.” This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
also  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists. 

Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan,”  rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra  ” and  “Ein  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred”

THE  NEW  CONCERT-MASTER 

In  Anton  Witek,  who  has  been  engaged  as  concert-master  of  the  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  for  next  year  in  place  of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  Boston  will 
secure  one  of  the  most  notable  violinists  in  Europe  and  a man  who,  for  six- 
teen years,  has  held  a most  important  place  in  music  in  Berlin.  Mr.  Witek 
is  a Bohemian,  having  been  born  in  Saaz,  Bohemia,  on  January  7,  1872. 
His  teacher  was  Bennewitz  in  Prague.  In  1894  he  was  appointed  concert- 
master  of  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin,  which  post  he  has  held 
since  that  time.  The  appointment  was  a particularly  high  honor  to  him 
considering  that  he  was  but  twenty-six  years  old  when  he  assumed  the  duties 
of  the  position.  It  is  said  of  him  as  a violinist  that  he  plays  as  a serious, 
solid,  thoroughly  grounded  musician  and  not  as  a virtuoso.  He  is  said  to  be 
an  excellent  interpreter  of  the  classic  masters,  and  naturally  has  a wide  ac- 
quaintance with  the  modern  repertory,  for,  in  his  years  as  concert-master 
of  the  Berlin  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  he  must  have  secured  a routine  sur- 
passed by  few.  He  has  travelled  with  success  as  a soloist  in  Scandinavia.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 

As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903. 

There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously

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since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra. 

A BUSY  SEASON 

The  season  of  1 909-1 910  was,  generally  speaking,  the  most  successful 
that  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  ever  had.  While  the  receipts 
from  the  auction  sales  of  the  Boston  concerts  did  not  reach  so  high  a point 
as  in  one  or  two  seasons  in  the  past,  they  showed  a substantial  increase  over 
those  of  1908-1909.  In  the  concerts  given  outside  of  Boston,  an  increase 
was  noted  everywhere.  Altogether  one  hundred  and  ten  regular  concerts, 
two  Pension  Fund  concerts,  and  the  special  concert  at  Harvard  University, 
at  the  inauguration  of  President  Lowell,  make  the  work  of  the  season.

ter,  and  New  Bedford,  three  each,  and  a single  concert  was  given  in  Spring- 
field,  Brockton,  Bridgeport,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Erie,  Rochester, 
Syracuse,  Troy,  and  Waterbury.  These  concerts  were  crowded  into  a space 
of  seven  months,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  orchestra  in  the  world  can 
show  greater  activity  in  the  same  time.  There  are  some  orchestras  that 
have  longer  seasons,  but  there  is  none  puts  more  work  into  a given  time  than 
the  Boston  Symphony.  In  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and  thirteen  con- 
certs given,  the  Orchestra  had  nearly  one  hundred  rehearsals  and  travelled 
7,300  miles.  The  rehearsals,  of  course,  were  principally  for  the  Boston 
programmes,  for  in  the  out-of-town  concerts  it  is  seldom  any  work  is  played 
that  has  not  been  rehearsed  in  Boston  for  a Boston  performance. 

The  number  of  active  musicians  permanently  on  the  payroll  of  the 
Orchestra  is  ninety-seven,  but  in  certain  works,  such  as  Richard  Strauss’s 
“Symphonia  Domestica,”  one  hundred  musicians  have  been  used.

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by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Those  who  heard  the  recent  performance  of  the  Ninth  Symphony 
realize  that  Mr.  Fiedler  has  peculiar  qualifications  as  a conductor  of  choral 
works.  It  was  said  at  the  time  by  competent  critics  that  the  choral  ending 
of  Beethoven’s  great  Symphony  never  had  had  such  a superb  performance 
in  this  city. 

It  is  too  early  now  to  announce  what  will  be  done,  but  the  general  plan 
calls  for  the  performance  of  two  classical  works  and  one  novelty.  The 
Cecilia  is  to  be  augmented  in  numbers,  and,  at  these  concerts,  not  only  will 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  be  used,  but  special  efforts 
will  be  made  to  secure  soloists  of  the  very  highest  rank.

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain : that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 

MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “ Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to

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place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the 
“ Purgatorio,  ” and  at  the  end  is  a chorus  of  women,  which  indicates,  as  it 
were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.” 

Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
lachia.” This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
also  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists. 

Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan,”  rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra  ” and  “Ein  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred”

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CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 

As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  ‘of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello- 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903. 

There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously

since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra. 


A BUSY  SEASON 

The  season  of  1 909-1 910  was,  generally  speaking,  the  most  successful 
that  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  ever  had.  While  the  receipts 
from  the  auction  sales  of  the  Boston  concerts  did  not  reach  so  high  a point 
as  in  one  or  two  seasons  in  the  past,  they  showed  a substantial  increase  over 
those  of  1908-1909.  In  the  concerts  given  outside  of  Boston,  an  increase 
was  noted  everywhere.  Altogether  one  hundred  and  ten  regular  concerts, 
two  Pension  Fund  concerts,  and  the  special  concert  at  Harvard  University, 
at  the  inauguration  of  President  Lowell,  make  the  work  of  the  season. 
Boston  had  its  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  and  twenty-four  concerts; 
New  York  its  ten  concerts;  Cambridge,  eight;  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,

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Washington,  and  Brooklyn,  five  each;  Providence,  four;  Hartford,  Worces- 
ter, and  New  Bedford,  three  each,  and  a single  concert  was  given  in  Spring- 
field,  Brockton,  Bridgeport,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Erie,  Rochester, 
Syracuse,  Troy,  and  Waterbury.  These  concerts  were  crowded  into  a space 
of  seven  months,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  orchestra  in  the  world  can 
show  greater  activity  in  the  same  time.  There  are  some  orchestras  that 
have  longer  seasons,  but  there  is  none  puts  more  work  into  a given  time  than 
the  Boston  Symphony.  In  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and  thirteen  con- 
certs given,  the  Orchestra  had  nearly  one  hundred  rehearsals  and  travelled 
7,300  miles.  The  rehearsals,  of  course,  were  principally  for  the  Boston 
programmes,  for  in  the  out-of-town  concerts  it  is  seldom  any  work  is  played 
that  has  not  been  rehearsed  in  Boston  for  a Boston  performance. 

The  number  of  active  musicians  permanently  on  the  payroll  of  the 
Orchestra  is  ninety-seven,  but  in  certain  works,  such  as  Richard  Strauss’s 
“Symphonia  Domestica,”  one  hundred  musicians  have  been  used. 


ALLIANCE  OF  SYMPHONY  AND  CECILIA 

There  is  general  rejoicing  among  lovers  of  choral  music  in  Boston  over 
the  announcement  of  the  alliance  which  has  been  made  between  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Orchestra  has  desired  for  years  to  bring  this  about  in  order 
that  choral  music  could  be  raised  in  Boston  to  the  same  high  plane  occupied

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by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Those  who  heard  the  recent  performance  of  the  Ninth  Symphony 
realize  that  Mr.  Fiedler  has  peculiar  qualifications  as  a conductor  of  choral 
works.  It  was  said  at  the  time  by  competent  critics  that  the  choral  ending 
of  Beethoven’s  great  Symphony  never  had  had  such  a superb  performance 
in  this  city. 

It  is  too  early  now  to  announce  what  will  be  done,  but  the  general  plan 
calls  for  the  performance  of  two  classical  works  and  one  novelty.  The 
Cecilia  is  to  be  augmented  in  numbers,  and,  at  these  concerts,  not  only  will 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  be  used,  but  special  efforts 
will  be  made  to  secure  soloists  of  the  very  highest  rank. 


NEXT  SEASON’S  CONCERTS 

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natp- 
rally,  her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme.

Strauss’s  First  Tone- Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration ” and  “Don  Juan, ” rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra ” and  “Ein  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred” 
Symphony,  regarded  by  many  as  the  Russian  composer’s  masterpiece. 
Moreover,  Mr.  Fiedler  plans  to  end  the  season  with  Beethoven’s  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  he  did  this  season  and  last.

CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 

As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903.

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There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously 
since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra. 

A BUSY  SEASON 

The  season  of  1 909-1 910  was,  generally  speaking,  the  most  successful 
that  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  ever  had.  While  the  receipts 
from  the  auction  sales  of  the  Boston  concerts  did  not  reach  so  high  a point 
as  in  one  or  two  seasons  in  the  past,  they  showed  a substantial  increase  over 
those  of  1908-1909.  In  the  concerts  given  outside  of  Boston,  an  increase 
was  noted  everywhere.  Altogether  one  hundred  and  ten  regular  concerts, 
two  Pension  Fund  concerts,  and  the  special  concert  at  Harvard  University, 
at  the  inauguration  of  President  Lowell,  make  the  work  of  the  season. 
Boston  had  its  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  and  twenty-four  concerts; 
New  York  its  ten  concerts;  Cambridge,  eight;  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,

Washington,  and  Brooklyn,  five  each;  Providence,  four;  Hartford,  Worces- 
ter, and  New  Bedford,  three  each,  and  a single  concert  was  given  in  Spring- 
field,  Brockton,  Bridgeport,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Erie,  Rochester, 
Syracuse,  Troy,  and  Waterbury.  These  concerts  were  crowded  into  a space 
of  seven  months,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  orchestra  in  the  world  can 
show  greater  activity  in  the  same  time.  There  are  some  orchestras  that 
have  longer  seasons,  but  there  is  none  puts  more  work  into  a given  time  than 
the  Boston  Symphony.  In  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and  thirteen  con- 
certs given,  the  Orchestra  had  nearly  one  hundred  rehearsals  and  travelled 
7,300  miles.  The  rehearsals,  of  course,  were  principally  for  the  Boston 
programmes,  for  in  the  out-of-town  concerts  it  is  seldom  any  work  is  played 
that  has  not  been  rehearsed  in  Boston  for  a Boston  performance. 

The  number  of  active  musicians  permanently  on  the  payroll  of  the 
Orchestra  is  ninety-seven,  but  in  certain  works,  such  as  Richard  Strauss’s 
“Symphonia  Domestica,”  one  hundred  musicians  have  been  used. 


ALLIANCE  OF  SYMPHONY  AND  CECILIA 

There  is  general  rejoicing  among  lovers  of  choral  music  in  Boston  over 
the  announcement  of  the  alliance  which  has  been  made  between  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Orchestra  has  desired  for  years  to  bring  this  about  in  order 
that  choral  music  could  be  raised  in  Boston  to  the  same  high  plane  occupied 
by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony

Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain : that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 


MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to 
place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the 
“ Purgatorio,  ” and  at  the  end  is  a chorus  of  women,  which  indicates,  as  it 
were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.”

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Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
lachia.” This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
also  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists. 

Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan,”  rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra ” and  “Kin  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred” 
Symphony,  regarded  by  many  as  the  Russian  composer’s  masterpiece. 
Moreover,  Mr.  Fiedler  plans  to  end  the  season  with  Beethoven’s  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  he  did  this  season  and  last.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 

As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903.

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There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously 
since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra.

ALLIANCE  OF  SYMPHONY  AND  CECILIA 

There  is  general  rejoicing  among  lovers  of  choral  music  in  Boston  over 
the  announcement  of  the  alliance  which  has  been  made  between  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Orchestra  has  desired  for  years  to  bring  this  about  in  order 
that  choral  music  could  be  raised  in  Boston  to  the  same  high  plane  occupied 
by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony

Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 


MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to 
place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the 
“ Purgatorio,  ” and  at  the  end  is  a chorus  of  women,  which  indicates,  as  it 
were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.”

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Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
lachia.” This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
also  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists. 

Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan, ” rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra  ” and  “Ein  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred” 
Symphony,  regarded  by  many  as  the  Russian  composer’s  masterpiece. 
Moreover,  Mr.  Fiedler  plans  to  end  the  season  with  Beethoven’s  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  he  did  this  season  and  last.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 


As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Eudwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin-

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There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously 
since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra.

There  is  general  rejoicing  among  lovers  of  choral  music  in  Boston  over 
the  announcement  of  the  alliance  which  has  been  made  between  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Orchestra  has  desired  for  years  to  bring  this  about  in  order 
that  choral  music  could  be  raised  in  Boston  to  the  same  high  plane  occupied 
by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Lang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  E.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to 
place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the 
“ Purgatorio,  ” and  at  the  end  is  a chorus  of  women,  which  indicates,  as  it 
were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.” 

Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
achia.”  This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
a1  so  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists.

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Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan, ” rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra ” and  “Ein  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred” 
Symphony,  regarded  by  many  as  the  Russian  composer’s  masterpiece. 
Moreover,  Mr.  Fiedler  plans  to  end  the  season  with  Beethoven’s  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  he  did  this  season  and  last.

S;OLD  AT  THESE  CONCERTS 
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CHANGES  IN  THE  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA 


As  the  years  roll  on,  the  regular  patrons  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  see, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  new  faces  in  the  personnel  to  take  the  place 
of  the  older  men,  who  are  gradually  dropping  out.  Next  year  there  will  be  a 
number  of  changes,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  is  caused  by  the  departure 
of  Professor  Willy  Hess,  who  for  five  years  was  concert-master  of  the  Or- 
chestra, and  the  presence  of  Anton  Witek  as  his  successor.  Mr.  Emmanuel 
Fiedler  of  the  first  violins,  who  came  here  from  Vienna  in  the  fall  of  1885, 
has  resigned  to  return  to  Austria  to  live.  Mr.  Karl  Keller,  the  principal 
double  bass,  who  has  been  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  fifteen  years,  has 
retired  to  make  his  home  in  Munich.  Another  familiar  face  that  will  be 
missed  will  be  that  of  Carl  Ludwig,  who  was  brought  here  twenty  years  ago 
by  Nikisch  to  be  tympanist,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  in  the 
percussion  department.  Mr.  Arthur  Kautzenbach,  for  two  years  one  of  the 
conductors  at  the  POP  concerts  and  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  ’cello 
section,  also  retires  to  return  to  Berlin.  Another  member  who  will  retire  is 
Josef  Dworak,  for  ten  years  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  during  seven  of 
which  he  played  the  bass  tuba.  It  will  be,  however,  good  news  to  the 
patrons  of  the  Orchestra  that  Mr.  Alwin  Schroeder  returns  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal ’cello,  which  place  he  left  when  the  Kneisel  Quartet  retired  in  the  spring 
of  1903. 

There  are  still  in  the  Orchestra  two  members  who  belonged  to  the  original 
Orchestra  organized  in  the  fall  of  1881,  and  have  been  members  continuously 
since  then — Mr.  Daniel  Kuntz  of  the  first  violins  and  Mr.  Julius  Akeroyd  of 
the  second  violins.  Mr.  Fox,  the  fourth  flute,  was  a member  of  the  original 
Orchestra,  but  has  not  been  in  the  personnel  continuously  since  that  time. 
It  is  rather  interesting  that,  besides  these  three  gentlemen,  there  are  two  that 
have  been  members  of  the  Orchestra  for  twenty-eight  consecutive  years, 
two  for  twenty-seven,  and  seven  for  twenty-five  years.  In  fact,  the  aver- 
age term  of  service  of  the  men  in  the  Orchestra  as  now  constituted  is  some- 
thing over  sixteen  years.  This  long  service  is  not  one  of  the  least  factors 
in  the  perfect  ensemble  of  the  Orchestra.

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ALLIANCE  OF  SYMPHONY  AND  CECILIA 


There  is  general  rejoicing  among  lovers  of  choral  music  in  Boston  over 
the  announcement  of  the  alliance  which  has  been  made  between  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Orchestra  has  desired  for  years  to  bring  this  about  in  order 
that  choral  music  could  be  raised  in  Boston  to  the  same  high  plane  occupied 
by  orchestral  music.  The  Cecilia  Society  has  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  this 
country,  and  its  record  of  achievement  is  long  and  honorable.  One  of  the 
most  astonishing  things  about  the  late  B.  J.  Tang  was  that  increasing  years 
did  not  serve  to  dampen  his  enthusiasm  in  new  music.  He  grew  with  his 
age,  and  under  his  direction  the  Cecilia  had  an  astounding  number  of  first 
performances  in  America,  and  many  of  the  works  thus  presented  have  be- 
come popular  with  other  choral  societies.  It  is  also  a fact  that  the  Cecilia, 
owing  to  the  high  standard  maintained  by  its  members,  is  able  to  undertake 
works  which  lie  out  of  the  range  of  the  usual  choral  society. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  that  the  Cecilia  and  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  combined  shall  give  next  season  three  special  concerts 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Fiedler,  the  conductor  of  the  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Those  who  heard  the  recent  performance  of  the  Ninth  Symphony 
realize  that  Mr.  Fiedler  has  peculiar  qualifications  as  a conductor  of  choral 
works.  It  was  said  at  the  time  by  competent  critics  that  the  choral  ending 
of  Beethoven’s  great  Symphony  never  had  had  such  a superb  performance 
in  this  city.

It  is  too  early  now  to  announce  what  will  be  done,  but  the  general  plan 
calls  for  the  performance  of  two  classical  works  and  one  novelty.  The 
Cecilia  is  to  be  augmented  in  numbers,  and,  at  these  concerts,  not  only  will 
the  entire  membership  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra  be  used,  but  special  efforts 
will  be  made  to  secure  soloists  of  the  very  highest  rank. 


NEXT  SEASON’S  CONCERTS 

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet.

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 

MR.  FIEDLER’S  PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 


Mr.  Fiedler,  conductor  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  has  returned  to  Ger- 
many for  the  summer.  He  goes  direct  to  England,  where  he  will  get  his 
youngest  daughter,  who  has  been  in  school  there,  and  then  will  go  to  Hamburg, 
where  his  home  is.  His  plans  for  next  season  are  naturally  not  yet  very  definite, 
but  he  has  determined  on  some  of  the  works  which  he  will  present.  The 
alliance  between  the  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Cecilia  Society  makes 
possible  the  performance  of  a number  of  works  which  otherwise  would  prob- 
ably have  to  be  omitted.  Among  these  is  Liszt’s  great  “Dante”  Symphony, 
which  has  not  been  heard  here  since  the  early  days  of  the  Orchestra.  The 
success  with  which  the  “Faust”  Symphony  met  determined  Mr.  Fiedler  to 
place  the  “Dante”  Symphony  on  one  of  his  early  programmes  next  fall. 
Many  regard  this  as  even  a greater  work  than  the  “Faust”  Symphony.  It 
is  in  two  movements,  the  first  entitled  the  “Inferno”  and  the  second  the

were,  the  third  division  of  the  “Divina  Commedia,  ” the  “Paradiso.” 

Another  choral  work  which  he  plans  to  give  is  Fritz  Delius’s  “Appa- 
lachia.” This  work  has  been  received  with  great  favor  in  Germany.  It  is 
also  possible  that  he  will  give  Mahler’s  stupendous  Second  Symphony,  which 
recently  made  as  sensational  a success  in  Paris  as  it  did  in  New  York  two  years 
ago.  In  this  the  composer  not  only  uses  the  most  complete  of  modern  or- 
chestras, but  a large  chorus  and  two  women  soloists. 

Another  work  which  is  looked  forward  to  with  much  curiosity  is  Richard 
Strauss’s  First  Tone-Poem,  “Macbeth.”  This  was  announced  for  the  past 
season,  but  for  a variety  of  reasons  it  was  impossible  to  perform  it.  So  far 
as  there  is  any  record  of  it,  it  has  been  played  in  this  country  but  once,  then 
by  Theodore  Thomas  in  Chicago,  with  the  Chicago  Orchestra,  a matter  of 
ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  Mr.  Fiedler  says  that  it  is  a very  interesting  and 
serious  work,  and,  while  characteristic  of  the  composer,  belongs  to  the  period 
of  “Death  and  Transfiguration”  and  “Don  Juan, ” rather  than  to  the  period 
of  “ Zarathustra ” and  “Kin  Heldenleben.”  Another  work  new  to  Boston, 
which  Mr.  Fiedler  is  contemplating,  is  Vincent  d’lndy’s  last  Symphony, 
entitled  “Souvenirs,”  which  the  composer  wrote  in  commemoration  of  his 
wife.  An  interesting  revival  promised  will  be  Tschaikowsky’s  “Manfred” 
Symphony,  regarded  by  many  as  the  Russian  composer’s  masterpiece. 
Moreover,  Mr.  Fiedler  plans  to  end  the  season  with  Beethoven’s  Ninth 
Symphony,  as  he  did  this  season  and  last.

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HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 


In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time- 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through- 
out the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would 
be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall.

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Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timothee  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in 
a comparatively  few  weeks.  The  Pops,  in  a certain  sense,  have  brought  as 
much  fame  to  Boston  as  the  Symphony  Orchestra  has,  because  they  are,  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  unique.  The  falling  off  in  attendance  which 
was  noted  when  they  were  first  brought  up  town  to  Symphony  Hall  was  only 
temporary,  and  to-day  they  are  as  prosperous  as  they  ever  were.

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark.

CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 


There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
wil1  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Co  vent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that,

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although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come. 

The  interest  of  lovers  of  piano  music  next  year  will  centre  in  the  return 
of  Josef  Hofmann,  who,  to  judge  from  accounts  of  those  who  heard  him 
when  he  was  in  America  two  years  ago,  has  at  last  fulfilled  the  entire  promise 
of  his  extraordinary  youth.  Mr.  Hofmann  comes  to  America  in  the  fall, 
and  will  spend  the  whole  season  in  this  country.  He  will  be  heard  in  Boston 
for  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years.  Another  of  the  pianists  scheduled 
to  return  is  Ferruccio  Busoni,  who  had  such  a successful  season  here  during 
the  past  winter.  The  list  of  visiting  violinists  will  be  headed  by  Mischa 
Elman. 

Madame  Olga  Samaroff,  who  has  been  seriously  ill  since  the  early  spring, 
is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  will  go  to  Europe  this  month. 
Her  plans  for  the  coming  season  are  not  yet  definitely  settled,  but  she  will 
probably  give  a limited  number  of  concerts  in  this  country  as  well  as  fill  some 
of  her  postponed  engagements  on  the  other  side.

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HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 


In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time. 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through-

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out  the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would 
be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall. 

Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timothde  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in 
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a comparatively  few  weeks.  The  Pops,  in  a certain  sense,  have  brought  as 
much  fame  to  Boston  as  the  Symphony  Orchestra  has,  because  they  are,  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  unique.  The  falling  off  in  attendance  which 
was  noted  when  they  were  first  brought  up  town  to  Symphony  Hall  was  only 
temporary,  and  to-day  they  are  as  prosperous  as  they  ever  were. 


No  season  of  the  POP  concerts  since  they  have  been  given  in  Symphony 
Hall  has  been  richer  in  special  features  than  the  current  one.  College 
Nights  have  been  numerous  and  more  are  yet  to  come,  and  these  are  always 
popular  with  patrons  of  the  concerts.  “Tufts  Night”  on  May  5 was  the 
biggest  affair  of  its  kind  this  college  has  ever  had.  On  the  following  night 
the  Eastern  Art  and  Manual  Training  Association  occupied  a large  part  of 
the  floor.  “Amherst  Night,”  which  was  the  first  that  college  has  had  at 
the  concerts,  was  a huge  success,  for  not  only  the  alumni  living  in  Boston 
and  the  neighborhood  turned  out  in  practically  full  strength,  but  there  was 
a large  delegation  of  undergraduates  who  had  come  to  Boston  for  the  ball 
game  with  Harvard.  Harvard  will  have  its  usual  “Night”  on  May  23, 
and  “Technology  Night,”  the  biggest  affair  of  its  kind  in  the  season,  is  set 
for  Tuesday,  June  7.  The  City  Club  has  a special  night  on  May  25. 

Mr.  Strube's  “Special  Musical  Nights”  began  with  “Wagner  Night” 
on  May  9.  On  next  Monday,  May  16,  will  come  “German  Night,”

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet.

Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 


CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Covent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America

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HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 


In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time. 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through-

out  the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would 
be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall. 

Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timothee  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet.

The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain : that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb. 


CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Covent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America

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in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  Bast.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come. 

The  interest  of  lovers  of  piano  music  next  year  will  centre  in  the  return 
of  Josef  Hofmann,  who,  to  judge  from  accounts  of  those  who  heard  him 
when  he  was  in  America  two  years  ago,  has  at  last  fulfilled  the  entire  promise 
of  his  extraordinary  youth.  Mr.  Hofmann  comes  to  America  in  the  fall, 
and  will  spend  the  whole  season  in  this  country.  He  will  be  heard  in  Boston 
for  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years.  Another  of  the  pianists  scheduled 
to  return  is  Ferruccio  Busoni,  who  had  such  a successful  season  here  during 
the  past  winter.  The  list  of  visiting  violinists  will  be  headed  by  Mischa 
Elman. 

Madame  Olga  Samaroff,  who  has  been  seriously  ill  since  the  early  spring, 
is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  will  go  to  Europe  this  month. 
Her  plans  for  the  coming  season  are  not  yet  definitely  settled,  but  she  will 
probably  give  a limited  number  of  concerts  in  this  country  as  well  as  fill  some 
of  her  postponed  engagements  on  the  other  side.

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HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 


In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time. 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through- 
out the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would

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be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall. 

Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timoth^e  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in 
a comparatively  few  weeks.  The  Pops,  in  a certain  sense,  have  brought  as 
much  fame  to  Boston  as  the  Symphony  Orchestra  has,  because  they  are,  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  unique.  The  falling  off  in  attendance  which 
was  noted  when  they  were  first  brought  up  town  to  Symphony  Hall  was  only 
temporary,  and  to-day  they  are  as  prosperous  as  they  ever  were.

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CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Covent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come.

HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 

In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “ Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time. 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through- 
out the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would

be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall. 

Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timoth^e  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in 
a comparatively  few  weeks.  The  Pops,  in  a certain  sense,  have  brought  as 
much  fame  to  Boston  as  the  Symphony  Orchestra  has,  because  they  are,  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  unique.  The  falling  off  in  attendance  which 
was  noted  when  they  were  first  brought  up  town  to  Symphony  Hall  was  only 
temporary,  and  to-day  they  are  as  prosperous  as  they  ever  were.

No  season  of  the  POP  concerts  since  they  have  been  given  in  Symphony 
Hall  has  been  richer  in  special  features  than  the  current  one.  College 
Nights  have  been  numerous  and  more  are  yet  to  come,  and  these  are  always 
popular  with  patrons  of  the  concerts.  “Tufts  Night”  on  May  5 was  the 
biggest  affair  of  its  kind  this  college  has  ever  had.  On  the  following  night 
the  Eastern  Art  and  Manual  Training  Association  occupied  a large  part  of 
the  floor.  “Amherst  Night,”  which  was  the  first  that  college  has  had  at 
the  concerts,  was  a huge  success,  for  not  only  the  alumni  living  in  Boston 
and  the  neighborhood  turned  out  in  practically  full  strength,  but  there  was 
a large  delegation  of  undergraduates  who  had  come  to  Boston  for  the  ball 
game  with  Harvard.  Harvard  will  have  its  usual  “Night”  on  May  23, 
and  “Technology  Night,”  the  biggest  affair  of  its  kind  in  the  season,  is  set 
for  Tuesday,  June  7.  The  City  Club  has  a special  night  on  May  25. 

Mr.  Strube’s  “Special  Musical  Nights”  began  with  “Wagner  Night” 
on  May  9.  On  next  Monday,  May  16,  will  come  “German  Night,” 
and  “Italian  Night”  will  come  on  Tuesday,  May  24,  while  on  Tuesday, 
May  31,  will  be  the  first  “Soloist  Night.”  Among  those  who  will  be  heard 
will  be  Mr.  Heinrich  Schuecker,  the  eminent  harpist  of  the  Orchestra,  Mr.

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CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Co  vent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come.

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HOW  THE  “POPS”  BEGAN 

In  the  spring  of  1885,  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Gericke’s  first  season  in  Boston, 
it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  keep  the  Orchestra  to- 
gether a longer  time  than  the  few  months  then  covered  by  the  regular  Sym- 
phony season,  and  Mr.  Gericke  suggested  a series  of  Popular  concerts,  modelled 
after  the  famous  Bilse  concerts  in  Berlin.  For  this  purpose  Adolph  Neuendorff, 
an  operatic  conductor  of  deserved  reputation,  was  brought  to  Boston,  and 
through  April  and  May  of  that  year  concerts  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall 
three  times  a week,  differing  from  the  regular  Symphony  concerts  only  in 
the  music  played,  for  this  series  was  made  up  generally  of  lighter  quality 
than  that  which  characterized  the  Symphony  programmes.  The  concerts 
immediately  appealed  to  a considerable  public,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  they  be  made  still  more  popular;  so,  in  early  June,  the  false  floor  was 
taken  out  of  Music  Hall,  tables  and  chairs  were  put  in,  and  the  “Prome- 
nade” concerts  began,  being  given  on  every  evening  except  Sunday.  Al- 
though their  official  name  was  the  “Promenade  Concerts,”  the  public  soon 
christened  them  “Pops,”  and  “Pops”  they  have  remained  since  that  time. 
That  year  the  Pops  ran  all  through  the  summer  into  the  end  of  September. 
The  next  year  the  Symphony  Orchestra  made  its  first  tour  of  the  West  at 
the  close  of  the  Symphony  season,  and,  returning  to  Boston  the  end  of  May, 
the  second  series  of  Pop  concerts  began  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Mullaly,  who  is  still  a first  violin  in  the  Orchestra.  This  series  ran  through- 
out the  summer  also,  but  two  years  convinced  the  management  that  it  would

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be  better  to  end  the  Pops  about  the  first  of  July,  and  that  has  been  the  custom 
since  then. 

The  Pops  have  been  given  every  year  since  1885,  with  the  exception  of 
1890,  when,  owing  to  some  trouble,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a license  for 
them.  Until  the  spring  of  1900  they  were  given  in  old  Music  Hall.  In 
that  spring,  Symphony  Hall  not  having  been  completed  and  Music  Hall 
having  been  diverted  to  other  uses,  the  Pops  were  given  in  Mechanics’  Hall, 
but,  beginning  with  1901,  they  have  found  their  home  in  Symphony  Hall. 

Among  those  who  have  been  conductors  in  addition  to  Mr.  Neuendorff 
and  Mr.  Mullaly  are  Mr.  de  Novellis,  Mr.  Kneisel,  Mr.  Gruenberg,  Mr. 
Timoth£e  Adamowski,  Mr.  Zach,  Mr.  Kautzenbach,  and  the  present  con- 
ductors, Mr.  Strube  and  Mr.  Maquarre.  It  is  a rather  interesting  fact  that 
Boston  Pops  are  the  only  concerts  of  their  kind  in  this  country  that  have 
been  maintained  throughout  a series  of  years  with  success.  As  New  York 
has  never  been  able  to  support  a permanent  Symphony  Orchestra,  so  it  has 
never  been  able  to  support  a series  of  popular  concerts  like  those  Boston  has 
had  for  a quarter  of  a century.  Theodore  Thomas  made  several  efforts  to 
establish  such  a series  as  far  back  as  the  mid-seventies,  and  in  more  recent 
years  Anton  Seidl  had  a series  of  popular  concerts  at  Brighton  Beach, 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  with 
the  exception  of  those  at  Brighton  Beach,  which  with  a guarantee  from  a 
Brooklyn  society  lasted  for  several  years,  all  of  these  would  die  each  year  in 
a comparatively  few  weeks.  The  Pops,  in  a certain  sense,  have  brought  as 
much  fame  to  Boston  as  the  Symphony  Orchestra  has,  because  they  are,  in 
the  true  sense  of  the  word,  unique.  The  falling  off  in  attendance  which 
was  noted  when  they  were  first  brought  up  town  to  Symphony  Hall  was  only 
temporary,  and  to-day  they  are  as  prosperous  as  they  ever  were.

NEXT  SEASON’S  CONCERTS 

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  “POPS” 


Mr.  Strube  ends  his  period  of  conducting  the  Pop  Concerts  on  Wednes- 
day, June  i,  and  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Andr6  Maquarre,  who  had  his 
first  experience  as  conductor  at  these  concerts  last  season  and  met  with 
great  popular  success.  Mr.  Maquarre  has  for  a number  of  years  been  the 
justly  admired  first  flutist  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  has,  like  Mr. 
Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Pierne;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Crepuscule ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.” 

Mr.  Maquarre,  following  the  time-honored  usage  of  conductors  of  the 
Pops,  has  written  a new  march,  and  he  has  given  it  the  significant  name 
of  “Teddy  Marching  Home.” 

The  next  special  night  will  be  “Technology  Night”  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, June  7-  On  this  night  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, and  only  a limited  number  of  seats  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
public,  and  these  at  increased  prices.

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Covent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

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companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago,

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tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases’ ’ that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per-

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tinacity  which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  “POPS” 

Mr.  Strube  ends  his  period  of  conducting  the  Pop  Concerts  on  Wednes- 
day, June  i,  and  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Andre  Maquarre,  who  had  his 
first  experience  as  conductor  at  these  concerts  last  season  and  met  with 
great  popular  success.  Mr.  Maquarre  has  for  a number  of  years  been  the 
justly  admired  first  flutist  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  has,  like  Mr. 
Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Pierne;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Crepuscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.”

NEXT  SEASON’S  CONCERTS 

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  L.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

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bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  eduqate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

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bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Pierne;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Crepuscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.” 

Mr.  Maquarre,  following  the  time-honored  usage  of  conductors  of  the 
Pops,  has  written  a new  march,  and  he  has  given  it  the  significant  name 
of  “Teddy  Marching  Home.”

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at

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the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a

The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.

Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman  ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Piernd;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Cr£puscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.” 

Mr.  Maquarre,  following  the  time-honored  usage  of  conductors  of  the 
Pops,  has  written  a new  march,  and  he  has  given  it  the  significant  name 
of  “Teddy  Marching  Home.” 

The  next  special  night  will  be  “Technology  Night”  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, June  7.  On  this  night  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology.

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left.

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The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ-

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small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity wjiich  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Mr.  Strube  ends  his  period  of  conducting  the  Pop  Concerts  on  Wednes- 
day, June  i,  and  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Andr£  Maquarre,  who  had  his 
first  experience  as  conductor  at  these  concerts  last  season  and  met  with 
great  popular  success.  Mr.  Maquarre  has  for  a number  of  years  been  the 
justly  admired  first  flutist  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  has,  like  Mr. 
Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-martian’ ’ and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Piern£;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galat£e”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Cr£puscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.” 

Mr.  Maquarre,  following  the  time-honored  usage  of  conductors  of  the 
Pops,  has  written  a new  march,  and  he  has  given  it  the  significant  name 
of  “Teddy  Marching  Home.”

CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Co  vent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come. 

The  interest  of  lovers  of  piano  music  next  year  will  centre  in  the  return 
of  Josef  Hofmann,  who,  to  judge  from  accounts  of  those  who  heard  him 
when  he  was  in  America  two  years  ago,  has  at  last  fulfilled  the  entire  promise 
of  his  extraordinary  youth.  Mr.  Hofmann  comes  to  America  in  the  fall, 
and  will  spend  the  whole  season  in  this  country.  He  will  be  heard  in  Boston 
for  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years.  Another  of  the  pianists  scheduled 
to  return  is  Ferruccio  Busoni,  who  had  such  a successful  season  here  during 
the  past  winter.  The  list  of  visiting  violinists  will  be  headed  by  Mischa 
Elman. 

Madame  Olga  Samaroff,  who  has  been  seriously  ill  since  the  early  spring, 
is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recover,  and  will  go  to  Europe  this  month. 
Her  plans  for  the  coming  season  are  not  yet  definitely  settled,  but  she  will 
probably  give  a limited  number  of  concerts  in  this  country  as  well  as  fill  some 
of  her  postponed  engagements  on  the  other  side.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left.

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual’ ’ orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a

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small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

CHANGES  IN  THE  “POPS” 


Mr.  Strube  ends  his  period  of  conducting  the  Pop  Concerts  on  Wednes- 
day, June  i,  and  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Andre  Maquarre,  who  had  his 
first  experience  as  conductor  at  these  concerts  last  season  and  met  with 
great  popular  success.  Mr.  Maquarre  has  for  a number  of  years  been  the 
justly  admired  first  flutist  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  has,  like  Mr. 
Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Pierne;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Crepuscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.” 

Mr.  Maquarre,  following  the  time-honored  usage  of  conductors  of  the 
Pops,  has  written  a new  march,  and  he  has  given  it  the  significant  name 
of  “Teddy  Marching  Home.” 

The  next  special  night  will  be  “Technology  Night”  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, June  7.  On  this  night  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology.

The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at

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the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest

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in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its

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pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  “POPS” 

Mr.  Strube  ends  his  period  of  conducting  the  Pop  Concerts  on  Wednes- 
day, June  i,  and  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Andre  Maquarre,  who  had  his 
first  experience  as  conductor  at  these  concerts  last  season  and  met  with 
great  popular  success.  Mr.  Maquarre  has  for  a number  of  years  been  the 
justly  admired  first  flutist  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  has,  like  Mr. 
Strube,  won  no  little  reputation  as  a composer. 

Being  a Frenchman,  Mr.  Maquarre  naturally  leans  to  the  lighter  music 
of  his  own  countrymen,  and,  as  all  know,  there  are  no  more  skilful  composers 
of  light  music  than  the  French.  Many  of  the  things  which  he  will  place 
on  the  program  will  be  strange  to  Pop  audiences,  and  it  is  expected  that 
some  of  them  will  become  as  great  favorites  as  the  works  that  have  been 
played  earlier  in  the  season.  Among  the  pieces  that  Mr.  Maquarre  will 
place  on  his  programs  are  “La  Chanson  de  la  Grande-maman  ” and  “The 
Little  Lead  Soldiers”  by  Pierne;  Chabrier’s  “Fete  Polonaise”;  Entr’acte 
from  Massenet’s  “Galatee”  and  the  same  composer’s  “ Crepuscule  ” ; 
Ganne’s  “Marche  des  Amoureux”;  Guilmant’s  “Marche  Fantaisie”; 
Jules  Bordier’s  “Meditation”  (on  the  seventh  Prelude  of  Bach);  Dupont’s 
“Chansons  de  Jeune  Fille”;  and  an  Entr’acte  from  Benoit’s  opera  “Char- 
lotte Corday.”

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at

the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have

Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed.

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Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.

Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Thursday  evening,  June  30, 
will  be  “Operatic  Night,”  when  the  bulk  of  the  program  will  be  de- 
voted to  excerpts  from  operas;  and  the  last  night  of  the  season,  Saturday, 
July  2,  will  be,  appropriately  enough,  “Patriotic  Night.”  “Tech  Night” 
comes  Tuesday,  June  7,  when  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  Clover  Club  of  Boston,  headed  by  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  will 
occupy  a large  part  of  the  floor  on  Monday,  June  20.  Mr.  Maquarre  also 
intends  to  give  a Wagner  night. 


CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans.

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Co  vent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the 
United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come. 

The  interest  of  lovers  of  piano  music  next  year  will  centre  in  the  return 
of  Josef  Hofmann,  who,  to  judge  from  accounts  of  those  who  heard  him 
when  he  was  in  America  two  years  ago,  has  at  last  fulfilled  the  entire  promise 
of  his  extraordinary  youth.  Mr.  Hofmann  comes  to  America  in  the  fall, 
and  will  spend  the  whole  season  in  this  country.  He  will  be  heard  in  Boston 
for  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years.  Another  of  the  pianists  scheduled 
to  return  is  Ferruccio  Busoni,  who  had  such  a successful  season  here  during 
the  past  winter.  The  list  of  visiting  violinists  will  be  headed  by  Mischa 
Elman. 

Madame  Olga  Samaroff,  who  has  been  seriously  ill  since  the  early  spring, 
is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  will  go  to  Europe  this  month. 
Her  plans  for  the  coming  season  are  not  yet  definitely  settled,  but  she  will 
probably  give  a limited  number  of  concerts  in  this  country  as  well  as  fill  some 
of  her  postponed  engagements  on  the  other  side.

have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1 88 1 there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  sendees  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have

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seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was

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successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise*

On  Thursday,  June  23,  the  program  will  be  devoted 
to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  composers,  and  Monday,  June  27,  will  be 
the  second  “German  Night”  of  the  concerts.  Thursday  evening,  June  30, 
will  be  “Operatic  Night,”  when  the  bulk  of  the  program  will  be  de- 
voted to  excerpts  from  operas;  and  the  last  night  of  the  season,  Saturday, 
July  2,  will  be,  appropriately  enough,  “Patriotic  Night.”  “Tech  Night” 
comes  Tuesday,  June  7,  when  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  Clover  Club  of  Boston,  headed  by  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  will 
occupy  a large  part  of  the  floor  on  Monday,  June  20.  Mr.  Maquarre  also 
intends  to  give  a Wagner  night. 


CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 

There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Co  vent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con- 
certs in  Canada  and  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  then  she  will  come  to  the

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize -that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which

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have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1 88 1 there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have

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seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was

successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

French  composers.  On  Thursday,  June  23,  the  program  will  be  devoted 
to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  composers,  and  Monday,  June  27,  will  be 
the  second  “German  Night”  of  the  concerts.  Thursday  evening,  June  30, 
will  be  “Operatic  Night,”  when  the  bulk  of  the  program  will  be  de- 
voted to  excerpts  from  operas;  and  the  last  night  of  the  season,  Saturday, 
July  2,  will  be,  appropriately  enough,  “Patriotic  Night.”  “Tech  Night” 
comes  Tuesday,  June  7,  when  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of 
Technology.

Mr.  Maquarre  also 
intends  to  give  a Wagner  night. 


CONCERNING  SOME  ARTISTS 


There  seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  prospect  of  Paderewski’s  speedy 
return  to  this  country.  There  is  a possibility  that  he  may  come  to  America 
for  a concert  tour  in  the  fall  of  1911,  but  the  chances  are  more  likely  that  he 
will  not  come  until  1913  or  1914.  In  the  past  spring  he  had  his  plans  made 
for  a tour  of  South  Africa,  but,  owing  to  illness  in  his  family,  was  compelled 
to  give  them  up  and  postpone  them  until  the  summer  of  1911.  It  is  well 
known  that  he  contemplates  another  tour  of  Australia  and  a tour  of  South 
America,  where  he  has  never  been,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  United  States 
will  have  to  wait  until  he  has  carried  out  these  plans. 

Madame  Melba,  who  has  spent  the  last  year  in  Australia,  has  returned 
to  London,  where  she  is  to  sing  a number  of  times  at  the  opera  in  Covent 
Garden.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  she  will  come  to  America 
in  the  fall.  The  early  part  of  the  season  she  will  devote  to  a series  of  con-

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United  States  for  a limited  number  of  concerts.  Her  plans  call  for  her  re- 
turn to  Australia  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

Madame  Sembrich  plans  to  return  to  America  in  the  fall  for  thirty  con- 
certs in  the  larger  cities  of  the  East.  The  great  artist  frankly  says  that, 
although  she  has  given  up  opera  definitely,  she  has  no  intention  of  retiring 
from  the  concert  stage  so  long  as  her  voice  remains  in  good  condition.  And 
then  she  says  that  she  will  announce  no  farewell  tour,  but  simply  stop  when 
the  end  has  come. 

The  interest  of  lovers  of  piano  music  next  year  will  centre  in  the  return 
of  Josef  Hofmann,  who,  to  judge  from  accounts  of  those  who  heard  him 
when  he  was  in  America  two  years  ago,  has  at  last  fulfilled  the  entire  promise 
of  his  extraordinary  youth.  Mr.  Hofmann  comes  to  America  in  the  fall, 
and  will  spend  the  whole  season  in  this  country.  He  will  be  heard  in  Boston 
for  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years.  Another  of  the  pianists  scheduled 
to  return  is  Ferruccio  Busoni,  who  had  such  a successful  season  here  during 
the  past  winter.  The  list  of  visiting  violinists  will  be  headed  by  Mischa 
Elman. 

Madame  Olga  Samar  off,  who  has  been  seriously  ill  since  the  early  spring, 
is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  will  go  to  Europe  this  month.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  sendees  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per-

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

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bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

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bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  E.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann-Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain : that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only

THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin-

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in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only

SPECIAL  “POP”  NIGHTS 

Mr.  Andre  Maquarre,  who  conducts  the  Pops  from  now  on  until  the  end 
of  the  season  on  Saturday,  July  2,  has  planned  a number  of  special  musical 
nights  which  will  add  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  concerts.  On  Mon- 
day, June  13,  he  will  give  a “French  Night,”  when  all  the  music  will  be  by 
French  composers.  On  Thursday,  June  23,  the  program  will  be  devoted 
to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  composers,  and  Monday,  June  27,  will  be 
the  second  “German  Night”  of  the  concerts.  Thursday  evening,  June  30, 
will  be  “Operatic  Night,”  when  the  bulk  of  the  program  will  be  de- 
voted to  excerpts  from  operas ; and  the  last  night  of  the  season,  Saturday, 
July  2,  will  be,  appropriately  enough,  “Patriotic  Night.”  “Tech  Night” 
comes  Tuesday,  June  7,  when  the  entire  hall  is  taken  by  the  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  Clover  Club  of  Boston,  headed  by  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  will 
occupy  a large  part  of  the  floor  on  Monday,  June  20.  Mr.  Maquarre  also 
intends  to  give  a Wagner  night.

NEXT  SEASON’S  CONCERTS 

Next  season’s  concerts  of  general  character  promise  much  in  entertain- 
ment to  lovers  of  music.  Mr.  E.  H.  Mudgett,  who  is  the  Manager  of  most 
of  these,  has  already  made  arrangements  for  the  appearance  in  Boston  of  a 
number  of  artists  of  first  class.  Madame  Sembrich  returns  to  America  in 
the  fall  for  a brief  season  of  thirty  concerts,  and  one  of  these  will  be,  natu- 
rally, her  annual  song  recital  in  Symphony  Hall.  Madame  Schumann- Heink, 
who  also  has  become  an  annual  visitor  of  Boston,  will  give  a recital  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  joint  recitals  are  also  underlined  for  Mme. 
Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin-

nati,  Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest

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in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  ‘‘doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only

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In  1 88 1 there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of

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these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed.

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Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.

Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States.

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In  1 88 1 there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of

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these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed.

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Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.

Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

Frances  Alda  (Mrs.  Gatti-Casazza)  and  Mr.  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and 
Mme.  Corinne  Rider-Kelsey  and  Mr.  Claude  Cunningham. 

Violin  recitals  are  scheduled  for  Mischa  Elman  and  Francis  McMillan, 
while  the  most  important  visitor,  among  pianists,  will  be  Josef  Hofmann, 
who  has  not  given  a recital  in  Boston  for  a number  of  years.  Mr.  Mudgett 
also  announces  the  usual  series  of  three  concerts  by  the  Flonzaley  Quartet. 
The  success  of  this  organization  was  one  of  the  very  gratifying  features  of 
the  past  season,  when  patronage  of  general  concerts  was  usually  far  below  the 
mark. 

Busoni  returns  again  for  another  tour,  and  will,  unquestionably,  be 
heard  in  recital  here.  Undoubtedly,  other  artists  will  signify  their  intention 
of  coming  to  Boston,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  that  Boston  next  year,  as  this, 
will  have  all  the  music  which  it  can  comfortably  absorb.

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

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companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago,

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tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per-

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

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companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago,

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tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per-

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 


For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem- 
bers was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional

companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “ casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago,

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tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant, 
fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per-

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THE  SYMPHONY’S  THIRTIETH  SEASON 

1910-1911 

For  the  many  patrons  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  who  have  been 
constant  attendants  at  its  concerts  since  the  first  was  given  in  old  Music 
Hall,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that  on  the  21st  of  October  next  it  will  have 
been  twenty-nine  years  since  that  remarkable  event  occurred.  Georg 
Henschel  was  the  conductor  of  the  Orchestra,  and  Bernhard  Listemann  the 
concert-master,  and  the  program  began  in  true  German  fashion  with 
Beethoven’s  overture,  “The  Dedication  of  the  House.”  The  soloist  was 
Annie  Louise  Cary,  long  since  retired  into  private  life.  At  least  two  genera- 
tions of  concert-goers  have  come  since  that  time,  and  in  those  years  which 
have  been  so  notable  in  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  of  science  there 
has  really  been  no  more  striking  phenomenon  than  the  change  that  has 
come  in  the  conditions  affecting  music  in  the  United  States. 

In  1881  there  was  not  a single  orchestra  which  was  “permanent”  in  the 
sense  that  there  are  now  possibly  a dozen.  The  New  York  Philharmonic 
Society  was  even  then  venerable  in  years,  but  only  in  the  last  year  has  it 
been  put  on  a really  permanent  basis.  Theodore  Thomas  had  had  his  own 
orchestra  for  a number  of  years,  and  the  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  Leopold  Damrosch,  was  leading  a precarious  existence;  but  the  orches- 
tra which  stood  on  its  own  feet  and  held  the  exclusive  services  of  its  mem-

bers  was  yet  to  be  founded.  Opera  was  limited  practically  to  the  occasional 
companies  formed  by  Strakosch  and  Mapleson,  which  had  short  seasons  at 
the  old  Academy  of  Music  in  New  York.  Outside  of  New  York,  and  possibly 
Boston,  the  musical  activity  of  the  country  was  confined  to  wandering  vir- 
tuosi, who  generally  gave  programs  which  would  not  be  tolerated  now,  and 
to  huge  festivals,  of  which  those  in  Worcester  and  Cincinnati  are  about  all 
that  are  left. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  appreciation  of  serious  music  has  grown  is 
a cause  of  never-ceasing  wonder  to  those  who  have  been  affected  by  it  directly 
or  indirectly.  Ten  years  after  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  formed, 
Theodore  Thomas — practically  forced  out  of  New  York — organized  the 
Chicago  Orchestra.  The  next  few  years  saw  the  formation  of  the  Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg,  and  Philadelphia  Orchestras,  and  the  last  five  years  have 
seen  the  establishment  on  a sound  basis  of  admirable  orchestras  in  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle,  with  more  or  less  “casual”  orchestras 
established  in  a score  of  other  cities  west  of  the  Alleghanies.  If  none  of 
these  orchestras  is  prosperous  in  the  sense  of  being  profitable  from  a finan- 
cial point  of  view,  it  is  because  the  genius  has  yet  to  be  found  who  can  put 
an  orchestra  either  in  America  or  Europe  on  a profitable  basis  and  yet  main- 
tain high  artistic  ideals.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concerts  of  these  orchestras 
are  almost  without  exception  attended  by  large  and  appreciative  audiences, 
and,  where  hundreds  of  dollars  were  spent  for  serious  music  thirty  years  ago, 
tens  of  thousands  are  spent  to-day.  It  is  an  interesting,  if  not  significant,

In  order  to  thoroughly  enjoy  the 
Concerts,  smoke 
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fact  that  co-ordinate  with  the  great  expansion  of  interest  in  serious  music 
has  come,  outside  of  two  or  three  of  the  largest  cities,  but  particularly  in  those 
cities  where  the  greatest  musical  activity  is  shown,  a contraction  of  interest 
in  the  theatre.  At  first  sight  it  seems  almost  incredible  that  in  America 
music  could  seriously  affect  the  theatre,  but  the  testimony  given  by  men 
experienced  in  the  theatrical  business  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  influ- 
ence of  music  has  affected  theatricals;  or,  to  put  it  more  concretely,  not  a 
small  part  of  the  money  expended  for  music  has  come  directly  from  the  funds 
in  the  past  set  aside  by  the  public  for  theatrical  entertainment. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say  that  in  this  development  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  has  been  by  far  the  greatest  single  factor.  In  it  all  orches- 
tras organized  since  have  found  their  model.  From  the  beginning  it  was 
successful.  Its  career  was  able  to  convince  “doubting  Thomases”  that  there 
was  decidedly  a place  in  America  for  serious  music  seriously  performed. 
Never  since  it  was  organized  has  there  been  any  compromise  toward  what  is 
generally  known  as  “popular”  music.  The  policy  which  has  actuated  its 
conductors  and  its  management  from  the  beginning  is  that  the  only 
way  to  educate  an  unappreciative  public  to  a taste  for  good  music  is  to 
persist  in  giving  it  good  music,  performed  in  as  perfect  manner  as  humanly 
possible.  The  early  years  of  the  Orchestra,  outside  of  Boston  at  least,  were 
not  always  full  of  sunshine.  The  fact  that  to-day  it  can  go  anywhere  in 
this  country  and  play  to  very  large  audiences  is  one  of  the  results  of  the  per- 
tinacity which  characterized  the  years  in  which  it  was  doing  what  might 
really  be  called  “missionary  work.”  The  career  of  the  Orchestra  has  been 
one  of  glory.  In  the  beginning  it  aimed  at  the  highest  ideals,  and  in  its 
pursuit  of  them  there  has  been  no  faltering.  Its  career  has  been  not  only 
an  example  for  other  orchestras  to  follow,  but  a source  of  constant  encour- 
agement to  them  in  the  dark  days  that  must  always  come  to  any  artistic 
enterprise.

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LAST  WEEKS  OF  THE  POPS 

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.  Mr.  Strube,  by  virtue  of 
his  long  years  of  service  as  conductor  of  the  Pops,  has  built  up  a large  fol- 
lowing, and  Mr.  Maquarre’s  second  season  as  conductor  has  shown  that  he 
is  decidedly  the  man  fitted  for  the  place.

it  is  fairly  certain  that  the  season  in  Boston  will  see  a considerable  increase 
over  the  one  just  passed. 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  the  season  tickets  for  the 
Boston  series  will  be  sold  at  public  auction  in  Symphony  Hall.  Upset 
prices,  $18  and  $10,  are  placed  on  the  seats  in  the  Hall  according  to  their 
location,  both  for  the  public  rehearsals  and  for  the  concerts,  and  the  seats 
are  sold  for  premiums  over  these  amounts.  The  sale  of  the  $18  seats  for 
the  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  will  be  on  Monday,  September  26,  begin- 
ning at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  On  Tuesday,  September  27,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  $10  seats  for  the  public  rehearsals  will  be  sold.  For  the 
public  rehearsals  the  seats  in  the  second  balcony  are  not  sold  at  auction,  as 
they  are  held  as  “rush”  seats,  to  be  sold  on  the  day  of  the  concert  at  25 
cents  each.  The  $18  seats  for  the  twenty-four  concerts  will  be  sold  on 
Thursday,  September  29,  beginning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  on  Friday,  September 
30,  the  $10  seats  for  the  concerts  will  be  sold,  and  among  these  are  included 
for  the  concerts  the  second  balcony. 

The  soloists  engaged  for  the  season  will  be  announced,  as  usual,  in  the 
fall.  Suffice  to  say  that  a more  attractive  list  has  never  been  offered  by  the 
management,  and  it  will  comprise  the  most  representative  singers  and  vir- 
tuosi that  will  be  in  America  next  season.

He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.

Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments.

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viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

LAST  WEEKS  OF  THE  POPS 

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.  Mr.  Strube,  by  virtue  of 
his  long  years  of  service  as  conductor  of  the  Pops,  has  built  up  a large  fol- 
lowing, and  Mr.  Maquarre’s  second  season  as  conductor  has  shown  that  he 
is  decidedly  the  man  fitted  for  the  place.  Mr.  Maquarre’s  season  so  far  has 
been  notable  for  the  amount  of  new  music,  largely  lighter  French  works, 
which  he  has  brought  forward,  and  most  of  which  have  been  received  with 
great  favor. 

A number  of  interesting  Special  Nights  are  planned  for  the  last  fort- 
night of  the  Pops.

The  second  Wagner  Night  of  the  season 
is  set  for  Tuesday,  June  21.  On  Thursday  night,  June  23,  the  programme 
will  be  devoted  to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  music,  and  the  second  Ger- 
man Night  is  set  for  Monday,  June  27.  Tuesday  evening,  June  28,  Mr. 
Maquarre  calls  “Berlioz  Night,”  and  a number  of  the  lighter  works  by  this 
great  French  master  will  appear  on  the  programme.

certs  as  are  given  in  series,  and  from  the  number  of  inquiries  made  this  spring 
it  is  fairly  certain  that  the  season  in  Boston  will  see  a considerable  increase 
over  the  one  just  passed. 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  the  season  tickets  for  the 
Boston  series  will  be  sold  at  public  auction  in  Symphony  Hall.  Upset 
prices,  $18  and  $10,  are  placed  on  the  seats  in  the  Hall  according  to  their 
location,  both  for  the  public  rehearsals  and  for  the  concerts,  and  the  seats 
are  sold  for  premiums  over  these  amounts.  The  sale  of  the  $18  seats  for 
the  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  will  be  on  Monday,  September  26,  begin- 
ning at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  On  Tuesday,  September  27,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  $10  seats  for  the  public  rehearsals  will  be  sold.  For  the 
public  rehearsals  the  seats  in  the  second  balcony  are  not  sold  at  auction,  as 
they  are  held  as  “rush”  seats,  to  be  sold  on  the  day  of  the  concert  at  25 
cents  each.  The  $18  seats  for  the  twenty-four  concerts  will  be  sold  on 
Thursday,  September  29,  beginning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  on  Friday,  September 
30,  the  $10  seats  for  the  concerts  will  be  sold,  and  among  these  are  included 
for  the  concerts  the  second  balcony. 

The  soloists  engaged  for  the  season  will  be  announced,  as  usual,  in  the 
fall.  Suffice  to  say  that  a more  attractive  list  has  never  been  offered  by  the 
management,  and  it  will  comprise  the  most  representative  singers  and  vir- 
tuosi that  will  be  in  America  next  season. 


PRINCIPAL  PLAYERS  OF  THE  ORCHESTRA 

One  has  but  to  glance  over  the  names  of  the  men  who  have  been  and 
who  are  the  principals  in  the  Symphony  Orchestra  to  understand  why  it 
is  that  Boston’s  Orchestra  has  without  difficulty  maintained  its  place  as  an 
unrivalled  organization  of  its  kind.  It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra  to  secure  as  principals  the  finest  musicians  to  be  had,  and  it  is 
to  be  said  with  confidence  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  Orchestra  has  had  in  its  twenty-nine  years  of  activity  six  concert- 
masters.  The  first  was  Bernhard  Listemann,  an  admirable  artist,  who  is 
still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor

viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
KneiseJ  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longv, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since. the  fall  of  1898.

LAST  WEEKS  OF  THE  POPS 

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  wdll 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.  Mr.  Strube,  by  virtue  of 
his  long  years  of  service  as  conductor  of  the  Pops,  has  built  up  a large  fol- 
lowing, and  Mr.  Maquarre’s  second  season  as  conductor  has  shown  that  he 
is  decidedly  the  man  fitted  for  the  place.  Mr.  Maquarre’s  season  so  far  has 
been  notable  for  the  amount  of  new  music,  largely  lighter  French  works, 
which  he  has  brought  forward,  and  most  of  which  have  been  received  with 
great  favor. 

A number  of  interesting  Special  Nights  are  planned  for  the  last  fort- 
night of  the  Pops.  On  Monday,  June  20,  the  Clover  Club  will  attend  the 
Pops  in  a body,  and  Mr.  Maquarre  has  put  some  special  pieces  on  the  pro- 
gramme in  honor  of  the  event.  The  second  Wagner  Night  of  the  season 
is  set  for  Tuesday,  June  21.  On  Thursday  night,  June  23,  the  programme 
will  be  devoted  to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  music,  and  the  second  Ger- 
man Night  is  set  for  Monday,  June  27.  Tuesday  evening,  June  28,  Mr. 
Maquarre  calls  “Berlioz  Night,’’  and  a number  of  the  lighter  works  by  this 
great  French  master  will  appear  on  the  programme.  The  only  Operatic  Night 
of  the  season  will  be  given  on  Thursday  evening,  June  30.  On  this  evening 
the  programme  wdll  be  made  up  entirely  of  excerpts  from  familiar  operas,  and

Friday 
night,  July  i,  the  next  but  last  night,  will  bring  a Request  Programme,  and 
on  Saturday  night,  the  last  night  of  the  Pops,  July  2,  the  programme  will  be, 
appropriately  enough,  made  up  chiefly  of  patriotic  music. 

With  the  close  of  the  Pops  the  Orchestra  scatters  in  all  directions. 
Already  a goodly  number  of  the  members  are  enjoying  their  vacations  in 
Europe,  several  having  left  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  Symphony 
season.  Early  in  July  some  go  to  the  Newport  Casino  for  the  summer; 
others  to  the  Swimming  Club  at  Bar  Harbor,  and  various  resorts  in  Maine 
and  in  the  White  Mountains  and  along  the  seashore  get  others.  The  Orches- 
tra will  be  called  together  the  last  week  of  September  for  the  Worcester 
Festival.  The  rehearsals  for  the  regular  Symphony  season  begin  on  Monday, 
October  3,  and  the  first  concert  of  the  season  will  be  given  in  Northampton, 
of  this  State,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  5. 


NEXT  SEASON  SYMPHONY  SALES 

The  season  of  1910-1911  promises  to  be  a very  busy  one  for  the  Sym- 
phony Orchestra.  It  begins  with  a concert  in  Northampton  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  October  5,  and  ends  with  the  twenty-fourth  concert  in 
Boston  on  Saturday  evening,  April  29.  In  that  time  a total  of  118  con- 
certs will  be  given,  this  total  including  the  three  concerts  with  the  Cecilia 
Society.  Already  there  are  heavy  subscriptions  for  such  out-of-town  con- 
certs as  are  given  in  series,  and  from  the  number  of  inquiries  made  this  spring 
it  is  fairly  certain  that  the  season  in  Boston  will  see  a considerable  increase 
over  the  one  just  passed. 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  the  season  tickets  for  the 
Boston  series  will  be  sold  at  public  auction  in  Symphony  Hall.  Upset 
prices,  $18  and  $10,  are  placed  on  the  seats  in  the  Hall  according  to  their 
location,  both  for  the  public  rehearsals  and  for  the  concerts,  and  the  seats 
are  sold  for  premiums  over  these  amounts.  The  sale  of  the  $18  seats  for 
the  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  will  be  on  Monday,  September  26,  begin- 
ning at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  On  Tuesday,  September  27,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  $10  seats  for  the  public  rehearsals  will  be  sold.  For  the 
public  rehearsals  the  seats  in  the  second  balcony  are  not  sold  at  auction,  as 
they  are  held  as  “rush”  seats,  to  be  sold  on  the  day  of  the  concert  at  25 
cents  each.  The  $18  seats  for  the  twenty-four  concerts  will  be  sold  on 
Thursday,  September  29,  beginning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  on  Friday,  September 
30,  the  $10  seats  for  the  concerts  will  be  sold,  and  among  these  are  included 
for  the  concerts  the  second  balcony.

He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.

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Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timothee  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  tvas  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely^death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova-

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cek  was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

LAST  WEEKS  OF  THE  POPS 

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.  Mr.  Strube,  by  virtue  of 
his  long  years  of  service  as  conductor  of  the  Pops,  has  built  up  a large  fol- 
lowing, and  Mr.  Maquarre’s  second  season  as  conductor  has  shown  that  he 
is  decidedly  the  man  fitted  for  the  place.  Mr.  Maquarre’s  season  so  far  has 
been  notable  for  the  amount  of  new  music,  largely  lighter  French  works, 
which  he  has  brought  forward,  and  most  of  which  have  been  received  with 
great  favor. 

A number  of  interesting  Special  Nights  are  planned  for  the  last  fort- 
night of  the  Pops.  On  Monday,  June  20,  the  Clover  Club  will  attend  the 
Pops  in  a body,  and  Mr.  Maquarre  has  put  some  special  pieces  on  the  pro- 
gramme in  honor  of  the  event.  The  second  Wagner  Night  of  the  season 
is  set  for  Tuesday,  June  21.  On  Thursday  night,  June  23,  the  programme 
will  be  devoted  to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  music,  and  the  second  Ger- 
man Night  is  set  for  Monday,  June  27.  Tuesday  evening,  June  28,  Mr. 
Maquarre  calls  “Berlioz  Night,”  and  a number  of  the  lighter  works  by  this 
great  French  master  wall  appear  on  the  programme.  The  only  Operatic  Night 
of  the  season  will  be  given  on  Thursday  evening,  June  30.  On  this  evening 
the  programme  will  be  made  up  entirely  of  excerpts  from  familiar  operas,  and 
this  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  events  of  the  season.  Friday 
night,  July  1,  the  next  but  last  night,  will  bring  a Request  Programme,  and 
on  Saturday  night,  the  last  night  of  the  Pops,  July  2,  the  programme  will  be, 
appropriately  enough,  made  up  chiefly  of  patriotic  music. 

With  the  close  of  the  Pops  the  Orchestra  scatters  in  all  directions. 
Already  a goodly  number  of  the  members  are  enjoying  their  vacations  in 
Europe,  several  having  left  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  Symphony 
season.  Early  in  July  some  go  to  the  Newport  Casino  for  the  summer; 
others  to  the  Swimming  Club  at  Bar  Harbor,  and  various  resorts  in  Maine 
and  in  the  White  Mountains  and  along  the  seashore  get  others.  The  Orches- 
tra will  be  called  together  the  last  week  of  September  for  the  Worcester 
Festival.  The  rehearsals  for  the  regular  Symphony  season  begin  on  Monday, 
October  3,  and  the  first  concert  of  the  season  will  be  given  in  Northampton, 
of  this  State,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  5.

One  has  but  to  glance  over  the  names  of  the  men  who  have  been  and 
who  are  the  principals  in  the  Symphony  Orchestra  to  understand  why  it 
is  that  Boston’s  Orchestra  has  without  difficulty  maintained  its  place  as  an 
unrivalled  organization  of  its  kind.  It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra  to  secure  as  principals  the  finest  musicians  to  be  had,  and  it  is 
to  be  said  with  confidence  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  Orchestra  has  had  in  its  twenty-nine  years  of  activity  six  concert- 
masters.  The  first  was  Bernhard  Eistemann,  an  admirable  artist,  who  is 
still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Bos  con  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this

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city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffier,  Timothee  ildamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novaeek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova-

cek  was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
KneiseJ  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
fimile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola ; but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

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LAST  WEEKS  OF  THE  POPS 

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.  Mr.  Strube,  by  virtue  of 
his  long  years  of  service  as  conductor  of  the  Pops,  has  built  up  a large  fol- 
lowing, and  Mr.  Maquarre’s  second  season  as  conductor  has  shown  that  he 
is  decidedly  the  man  fitted  for  the  place.  Mr.  Maquarre’s  season  so  far  has 
been  notable  for  the  amount  of  new  music,  largely  lighter  French  works, 
which  he  has  brought  forward,  and  most  of  which  have  been  received  with 
great  favor. 

A number  of  interesting  Special  Nights  are  planned  for  the  last  fort- 
night of  the  Pops.  On  Monday,  June  20,  the  Clover  Club  will  attend  the 
Pops  in  a body,  and  Mr.  Maquarre  has  put  some  special  pieces  on  the  pro- 
gramme in  honor  of  the  event.  The  second  Wagner  Night  of  the  season 
is  set  for  Tuesday,  June  21.  On  Thursday  night,  June  23,  the  programme 
will  be  devoted  to  Italian,  French,  and  Russian  music,  and  the  second  Ger- 
man Night  is  set  for  Monday,  June  27.  Tuesday  evening,  June  28,  Mi;. 
Maquarre  calls  “Berlioz  Night,”  and  a number  of  the  lighter  works  by  this 
great  French  master  will  appear  on  the  programme.  The  only  Operatic  Night 
of  the  season  will  be  given  on  Thursday  evening,  June  30.  On  this  evening 
the  programme  will  be  made  up  entirely  of  excerpts  from  familiar  operas,  and 
this  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  events  of  the  season.  Friday 
night,  July  1,  the  next  but  last  night,  will  bring  a Request  Programme,  and 
on  Saturday  night,  the  last  night  of  the  Pops,  July  2,  the  programme  will  be, 
appropriately  enough,  made  up  chiefly  of  patriotic  music. 

With  the  close  of  the  Pops  the  Orchestra  scatters  in  all  directions. 
Already  a goodly  number  of  the  members  are  enjoying  their  vacations  in 
Europe,  several  having  left  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  Symphony 
season.  Early  in  July  some  go  to  the  Newport  Casino  for  the  summer; 
others  to  the  Swimming  Club  at  Bar  Harbor,  and  various  resorts  in  Maine 
and  in  the  White  Mountains  and  along  the  seashore  get  others.  The  Orches- 
tra will  be  called  together  the  last  week  of  September  for  the  Worcester 
Festival.  The  rehearsals  for  the  regular  Symphony  season  begin  on  Monday, 
October  3,  and  the  first  concert  of  the  season  will  be  given  in  Northampton, 
of  this  State,  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  5.

He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  vStuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this

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city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timoth£e  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova-

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cek  was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra  to  secure  as  principals  the  finest  musicians  to  be  had,  and  it  is 
to  be  said  with  confidence  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  Orchestra  has  had  in  its  twenty-nine  years  of  activity  six  concert- 
masters.  The  first  was  Bernhard  Tistemann,  an  admirable  artist,  who  is

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still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timothee  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  F£rir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  sue- 
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ceeded  in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

As  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  the  season  tickets  for  the 
Boston  series  will  be  sold  at  public  auction  in  Symphony  Hall.  Upset 
prices,  $18  and  $10,  are  placed  on  the  seats  in  the  Hall  according  to  their 
location,  both  for  the  public  rehearsals  and  for  the  concerts,  and  the  seats 
are  sold  for  premiums  over  these  amounts.  The  sale  of  the  $18  seats  for 
the  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  will  be  on  Monday,  September  26,  begin- 
ning at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  On  Tuesday,  September  27,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  $10  seats  for  the  public  rehearsals  will  be  sold.  For  the 
public  rehearsals  the  seats  in  the  second  balcony  are  not  sold  at  auction,  as 
they  are  held  as  “rush”  seats,  to  be  sold  on  the  day  of  the  concert  at  25 
cents  each.  The  $18  seats  for  the  twenty-four  concerts  will  be  sold  on 
Thursday,  September  29,  beginning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  on  Friday,  September 
30,  the  $10  seats  for  the  concerts  will  be  sold,  and  among  these  are  included 
for  the  concerts  the  second  balcony. 

The  soloists  engaged  for  the  season  will  be  announced,  as  usual,  in  the 
fall.  Suffice  to  say  that  a more  attractive  list  has  never  been  offered  by  the 
management,  and  it  will  comprise  the  most  representative  singers  and  vir- 
tuosi that  will  be  in  America  next  season.

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PRINCIPAL  PLAYERS  OF  THE  ORCHESTRA 

One  has  but  to  glance  over  the  names  of  the  men  who  have  been  and 
who  are  the  principals  in  the  Symphony  Orchestra  to  understand  why  it 
is  that  Boston’s  Orchestra  has  without  difficulty  maintained  its  place  as  an 
unrivalled  organization  of  its  kind.  It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra  to  secure  as  principals  the  finest  musicians  to  be  had,  and  it  is 
to  be  said  with  confidence  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  Orchestra  has  had  in  its  twenty-nine  years  of  activity  six  concert- 
masters.  The  first  was  Bernhard  Listemann,  an  admirable  artist,  who  is 
still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  wTith  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented

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men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timothee  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  wus  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
fimile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

Upset 
prices,  $18  and  $10,  are  placed  on  the  seats  in  the  Hall  according  to  their 
location,  both  for  the  public  rehearsals  and  for  the  concerts,  and  the  seats 
are  sold  for  premiums  over  these  amounts.  The  sale  of  the  $18  seats  for 
the  twenty-four  public  rehearsals  will  be  on  Monday,  September  26,  begin- 
ning at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  On  Tuesday,  September  27,  at  the 
same  hour,  the  $10  seats  for  the  public  rehearsals  will  be  sold.  For  the 
public  rehearsals  the  seats  in  the  second  balcony  are  not  sold  at  auction,  as 
they  are  held  as  “rush”  seats,  to  be  sold  on  the  day  of  the  concert  at  25 
cents  each.  The  $18  seats  for  the  twenty-four  concerts  will  be  sold  on 
Thursday,  September  29,  beginning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  on  Friday,  September 
30,  the  $10  seats  for  the  concerts  will  be  sold,  and  among  these  are  included 
for  the  concerts  the  second  balcony. 

The  soloists  engaged  for  the  season  will  be  announced,  as  usual,  in  the 
fall.  Suffice  to  say  that  a more  attractive  list  has  never  been  offered  by  the 
management,  and  it  will  comprise  the  most  representative  singers  and  vir- 
tuosi that  will  be  in  America  next  season.

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PRINCIPAL  PLAYERS  OF  THE  ORCHESTRA 

One  has  but  to  glance  over  the  names  of  the  men  who  have  been  and 
who  are  the  principals  in  the  Symphony  Orchestra  to  understand  why  it 
is  that  Boston’s  Orchestra  has  without  difficulty  maintained  its  place  as  an 
unrivalled  organization  of  its  kind.  It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra  to  secure  as  principals  the  finest  musicians  to  be  had,  and  it  is 
to  be  said  with  confidence  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  Orchestra  has  had  in  its  twenty-nine  years  of  activity  six  concert- 
masters.  The  first  was  Bernhard  Listemann,  an  admirable  artist,  who  is 
still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin.

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men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timoth£e  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  wrork  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
fimile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eiehler,  who  was  suc- 
ceeded in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longv, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
M0I6,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

The  season  of  1910- 1911  promises  to  be  a very  busy  one  for  the  Sym- 
phony Orchestra.  It  begins  with  a concert  in  Northampton  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  October  5,  and  ends  with  the  twenty-fourth  concert  in 
Boston  on  Saturday  evening,  April  29.

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still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loefiler,  Timoth£e  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  sue- 


Famous  for  Purity 
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ceeded  in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

NEXT  SEASON  SYMPHONY  SALES 

The  season  of  1910- 1911  promises  to  be  a very  busy  one  for  the  Sym- 
phony Orchestra.  It  begins  with  a concert  in  Northampton  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  October  5,  and  ends  with  the  twenty-fourth  concert  in 
Boston  on  Saturday  evening,  April  29.

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still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  wras  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  vStuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boston  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timothee  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  tne  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St, 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  sue-

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ceeded  in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mole,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.

The  most  successful  season  the  Pops  have  had  in  many  years  will  be 
brought  to  an  end  on  Saturday  evening,  July  2,  and  Symphony  Hall  will 
be  silent  until  next  fall,  when  the  thirtieth  season  of  Symphony  concerts 
begins  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  7.  The  experiment  of  having  but  two 
conductors  has  been  successful  in  every  respect.

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still  actively  engaged  in  his  profession.  He  was  followed  by  Franz  Kneisel, 
who  as  concert-master  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  as  leader  of 
the  Kneisel  Quartet,  which  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orchestra 
and  in  its  early  years  maintained  by  the  Orchestra,  has  won  a world-wide 
reputation  as  an  artist.  Mr.  Kneisel  was  followed  for  one  year  by  E.  Fer- 
nandez-Arbos,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a very  successful  conductor 
in  Spain.  He  was  in  turn  followed  by  Professor  Willy  Hess,  unquestionably 
one  of  the  very  great  violin  virtuosi  of  our  time,  and  whose  departure  from 
the  Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season  was  the  occasion  of  much  genuine 
regret  on  all  sides.  During  Professor  Hess’s  tenure  of  office,  he  was  granted 
a year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  for  that  season  his  post  was  filled  by  Carl 
Wendling,  concert-master  of  the  Stuttgart  Orchestra,  whose  service  here 
in  Boscon  is  remembered  with  great  pleasure  by  the  musical  public  of  this 
city.  Next  year  another  very  distinguished  artist  comes  to  Boston  to  take 
this  place,  in  the  person  of  Anton  Witek,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  seasons 
has  been  concert-master  of  the  famous  Philharmonic  Orchestra  of  Berlin. 

Sharing  the  first  desk  as  second  concert-master  have  been  such  talented 
men  as  Charles  Martin  Loeffler,  Timoth^e  Adamowski,  Richard  Czerwonky, 
and  the  present  occupant,  Sylvain  Noack.  Carl  Bayrhoffer  was  the  first 
principal  ’cello,  and  he  was  followed  by  Wilhelm  Mueller,  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  the  lamented  Fritz  Giese,  unquestionably  one  of  the  greatest 
’cellists  the  world  has  known.  After  Giese  came  Anton  Hekking,  who  to-day 
is  one  of  the  most  admired  virtuosi  before  the  public,  and  he  was  followed  by 
Alwin  Schroeder,  who  left  the  Orchestra  at  the  time  the  Kneisel  Quartet 
set  out  on  its  independent  career.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rudolph  Krasselt, 
a musician  of  great  talent,  who  left  the  Orchestra  to  become  a conductor, 
and  he  was  followed  by  Heinrich  Warnke,  the  present  occupant.  Next 
year  Mr.  Schroeder  returns  to  the  Orchestra,  and  the  work  for  solo  ’cello 
will  be  divided  between  him  and  Mr.  Warnke,  it  being  the  policy  of  the 
Orchestra,  so  far  as  possible,  to  have  at  least  two  principals  in  each  group 
of  instruments. 

Henry  Heindl,  still  a member  of  the  Orchestra,  was  the  first  principal 
viola,  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  Ottocar  Novacek,  whose 
untimely  death  deprived  the  world  of  a talent  of  very  highest  quality.  Nova- 
cek was  succeeded  by  Louis  Svecenski,  who  is  still  connected  with  the 
Kneisel  Quartet,  and,  when  he  left  the  Orchestra,  his  place  was  taken  by 
Emile  Ferir,  the  present  principal  viola;  but  for  the  three  years  succeeding 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Svecenski  the  solo  work  of  the  violas  was  divided 
between  Mr.  Ferir  and  Mr.  Max  Zach,  who  is  now  conductor  of  the  St. 
Louis  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  first  leader  of  the  second  violins  was  Charles  Eichler,  who  was  sue-

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ceeded  in  turn  by  Max  Klein,  Julius  Akeroyd,  and  Carl  Barleben,  the  pres- 
ent occupant,  while  the  first  leader  of  the  second  basses  was  August  Stein, 
who  was  succeeded  by  A.  Goldstein  and  then  by  Karl  Keller,  who  left  the 
Orchestra  at  the  end  of  the  past  season.  His  successor  has  not  yet  been 
appointed. 

The  Orchestra  has  been  notably  rich  in  its  wind  choirs,  especially  in 
its  horns.  There  is  no  place  more  difficult  to  fill  than  that  of  solo  horn, 
and  among  others  the  Orchestra  has  had  such  men  as  Hackebarth,  Xaver 
Reiter,  and  the  two  present  solo  horns,  Max  Hess  and  Georg  Wendler.  Mr. 
Kloepfel,  the  first  trumpet  of  the  Orchestra,  has  been  a member  for  many 
years,  and  his  colleague,  Mr.  Heim,  has  just  finished  his  third  year.  Longy, 
Sautet,  and  Lenom  have  long  given  distinction  to  the  oboes,  and  in  the  list 
of  first  clarinets  are  found  the  names  of  the  lamented  Pourtau,  Labailly,  and 
Grisez,  the  latter  now  a member  of  the  Orchestra  for  a number  of  years. 

Among  the  flutes  were  Jacquet,  who  with  Pourtau  and  Albert  Weiss, 
one  of  the  oboes,  was  a victim  of  the  La  Bourgogne  catastrophe  in  1898,  Charles 
Mol£,  and  Andre  Maquarre,  who  has  held  the  position  since  the  fall  of  1898.
